St. John's, Nfld., June 3.— Mr. White- 
way, the premier, and Mr. Mor.ris, the 
solicitor-general, sailed for 'London to- 
day to represent Newfoundland, tlie 
oldest British colony, at the Queen's 
Jubilee celebration. They are also 
empowered- by the cablhet'to ii<5t'aB spe- 
cial delegates for the discussion with' the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, a 
number of Newfoundland questions hav- 
ing imperial bearings, among them the 
question of French shore rights, reci- 
procity with the United States, enforce- 
ment of the bait act, and the fast line 
service.

TRADE OF THE DOMINION. 

A Quiet Week But Extension of Trade 
Shown nnd the Outlook Favorable. 

Toronto, June 3. — 11. G. Dunit Co.'a 
weekly statement of trade in Canada, 
says: "Reports from all parts of the 
Montreal district as well as from the 
Province of Quebec generally, indicate a 
continuance of the cold backward 
wither conditions. The dry goods 
trade naturally suffers most from the 
unseasonable weather, and the efFects 
are seen in a lessened demand and some 
falling oil' in collections. General pay- 
ments are characterized by more or lees 
slowness, but failures are very few. 
showing that wholesalerH evidently 
recogni/,0, and appreciate the general 
conditions, and are disposed to accom- 
modate tlieir customers as much as pos- 
sible. The money market is unmarked 
by any new features, the rate for calls, 
loans and discounts being the same as 
for some weeks past. 

There is a better feeling in wholesale 
circles at Toronto, though as yet there 
is no perceptible.increase in the volume 
of business. <Green .-crops are looking 
well, and the damage done to fruit trees 
by the- tate^frost iS' not of any great 
moment. The outlook on the whole is 
favorable. The largo increase in bank 
clearings for May is a favorable feature, 
as indicating an extension in trade. 
Dealers in dry goods and liardward re- 
port a very good trade this week, wliile 
there is some imjirovement in groceries. 
Prices are ateacy aa a rule. Tlio grain 
market has been very dull of, late, with 
the lowest prices for wheat for some 
months. Peas are weaker,, the quota- 
tions being the lowest on record. Wool 
is I to 2 cents lower. Prime commercial 
paper is discounted at -6 per cent., and 
call loans are quoted at .4)^ per cent, on 
choice stock. 

Owiiig to increased'demand for bank, 
cable' and assurance stocks, prices are 
higher. Cable has declared its regular 
quarterly dividend of 1% per ceiit., pay- 
able 'July 1. 

The Bank of England discount rale is 
unchanged at 2 per cent., and the open 
market is 1 per cent. An improvement 
is noticed in American stocks, with 
some buying on London account, fail- 
ures in Canada for the week are 33, as 
against 29 for the same week of last 
year. •

A RABE SCANDAL. 

Ex-Governor Altgeld Implicated in Bank 
President Spialding'3 Defalcations. 

SpuingfihI/D, June 3.— The report of 
the special committee of the Senate ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges of 
misappropriation of funds, of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois by Treasurer Spald- 
ing, president of the defunct Globe 
Savings Bank, declares that ex-Governor 
Altgeld was a heavy borrower of the 
failedjbapk, and must have knOYPg oyts 
insolv^nt-'con.dition when h.i,- recom- 
mended Pr^ident Spalding for treasurer 
of the nniverflity beard. H. B. Pren- 
tice, formerly in charge 'of the banking 
department of the state auditor's office, 
was removed at Altgeld's request after 
having insisted on 'a rigid examination 
of the Globe Savings Bank's aflaira. The 
committee concludes that Mr. Spalding, 
with tbe Governor's aid, was elected 
treasurer of the university "very largely 
for the purpose of loaning large sums of 
money to the Governor and to persons 
connected with that bank, and even to 
persons who are members of the board 
of trustees of tbe university." 

Stolcepoges or Nowhere. 
London, June 3.— Miss Bertha Quirin, 
of Boston, and Mr. Arthur Buchanan, of 
Montreal, were married yesterday in the 
church at Stokepoges, in Buckingham- 
shire, the scene of Gray's " Elegy in « 
Country Churchyard." The couple 
travelled from America for the sole pur- 
pose of being wedded in this historic 
place. 

The King of Siam. 
RoMB, June 3.— The King of Siam, 
Chulalongkorn, arrived here to-day at 
9:30 a.m. He was received at the sta- 
tion by Iving Humbert and the Crown 
Prince of Italy. The Siamese monarch 
was driven to the Circenal, where as the 
Kina's guest he was received by Queen 
Marguerite and the Crown Princess. He 
will pay a visit to the Pope. 



A PROTEST FROM WINNIPEG. 

Tlie Board of Trade Demands That Rate 
kednctions Shall Apply to Local 
Western' Business. 

Wr.VNri'EH, June 3.— (Special)— At S' 
meeting of the AVinnipeg board of trade 
this afternoon the following resolution 
was passed and ordered to be trans- 
mitted to Hon. Clillbrd Sifton and the 
Manitoba liberal members of the House 
of Commons, with the request that thev 
would further the board's views in the 
matter referred to: 

" V/^hereas telegraphic advices of the 
arrangements entered into between the 
government and ttie CP. R. for the con- 
struction of the Crow's Nest Pass rail-' 
way report that said arrangement in- 
cludes a'redtiction on through rates from 
Eastern to Western ]^oints but expressly 
states that no reductions from Winnipeg 
to the West will hie niiade;''and whereas 
such a policy if carried out would be 
ruinous to the business interests of the 
whole Western country; 

"Therefore, be it resolved, That thia 
board on behalf of the business interests 
of Winnipeg most strongly pretest 
against any such discrimination, and in- 
sist that any reductions in rates must 
equally apply between Winnipeg and 
points West, the same as they do be- 
tween points in Eastern Canada and the 
West.'' • - 



The Government Complimented on the 
Crow's Nest Bargain, 

ToKONTo, June 3. — Discussing the 
Crow's Nest Pass railway agreement the 
Mail and Empire says : " All that need 
be said is, that the Globe does not 
always treat guarantees on bonds in thia 
light. The other day, in discussing Mr. 
Green way's proposal to guarantee the 
bonds of the Winnipeg and Duluth rail- 
way, our contemporary refused to regard 
it in any other way than as a straight 
grant of money. There is an inconsiet- 
ency here, hilt at any rate, the coimtiy 
takes all the risk of success or failure, 
and there was not a hint of any conces- 
sions being received in consideration for 
favors. Putting all comparison aside, 
however, it may be said most heartily 
that the government has done well. 
Mr. Laurier and hIa colleagues are to be 
congratulated on the magnificent work 
they have achieved for to-day and for 
posterity."

— Although thearmia- 
tice has been signed in Epirus and 
Theosaly, a special clause stipulates that 
a meeting of the Greek- ' and Taikiah 
delegates shall be held to settle tiio de- 
tails of the armistice of the sea. It there 
should be failure to agree on this matter 
the whole convention will be void. 

The Turkish delee;ate8 demand, thatall 
vessels under the Turkish or any- neu- 
tral flap; shall be freely admitted to 
Greek ports, thus practically raising the 
blockade, and that on the coast of Mace- 
rlonia and Epirua, the Greek fleet shall 
he withdrawn beyond the range of . ^uns, 
on Tui key's undertaking that neither 
troops nor contraband of war will be 
landed. 

The Greek government objccta to be- 
inf; deprived of the right of search. In 
d-iferenccto the advice of the powers, 
however, the cabinet will probably yield. 
Tlie armistice ia to continue \iatil tlio 
concluaion of the peace necotiations. In 
the event that these should prove abor- 
tive, either party must give twenty-four 
hours' notice of an intention to resume 
hostilities.

Treason-Felony Prisoners. 
Lo.NDON', Juno 3. — In the House of 
Commons Mr. John Dillpn, chairman of 
the Irish parliamentary party, asked if 
the government proposed to follow the 
example of all civilized nations upon oc- 
casions of great national rejoicing and 
grant amnesty to the Irish treaeon- 
felony prisoners. The government 
leader, Mr. Balfour, ' denied thp relev- 
ancy of the question, and declared that 
the prisoners referred to, in the view of 
the ilouse, did not belong to theclaaai- 
fication of political prisoners- 

The Future of Crete. 

London, June 3. — Sir Charles Dilke 
raised the Cretan question in the lIouEe 
of Commona to-day by questioning the 
government on the subject. Mr, iial- 
fou'rin reply said the recent Mussulman 
outbursts were the inevitable outcome 
of the state of anarchy lately prevailing 
in the island of Crete, and cousiderini: 
the provocation and attacks to which the 
Mohammedans had been subjected there 
were reasons for congratulation that 
thiaga were no worse. The House, he 
added, need not be pessimistic, as the 
future of Crete was a more diflBcult 
problem than the settlement ot the 
imsia ot the conditions of peace between 
Turkey and Greece.

LET US RAVE DISCUSSION. 

KeferriitR to a published statement 
that a eecret, oath-bound society ex- 
ists in British Columbia, pledged to 
the overthrow of the present pro- 
vincial administration, the Kelson 
Miner, oppoaitiqn, •while claimiuK 
the statement to be untrue, and 
characterizing such a supgeation as ab- 
surd and foreign to our institutiona, calls 
for full and free diacuasion of provincial 
iaauea. With thia suggestion we are moat 
heartily in accord. Let us have tho 
freest possible discussion. Let the 
X rays of the keenest criticism be 
directed against tlio administration. No 
friend of the government need fear the 
reaulta. Cloae, keen and honest criti- 
ciani will give the friends of tho govern- 
ment an opportunity to state the facta of 
the case, and the more widely the facts 
are known the better yiiU the govern- 
ment stand. The Colonist has done its 
best to provoke each a discussion. It 
has invited it in express words. It haa 
watched the oppoaition press closely to 
see if anything is said which calls for 
reply, explanation or defence, and haa 
promptly and frankly met every case 
that -has come under its .attention . The 
difBculty which has confronted It has 
been that there haa been ao little 
which is worthy of serious treat- 
ment. Take for example the 
issue of the Miner, in whicii the 
article referred to appears. The state- 
ment is made therein that the govern- 
ment is "rotten and incompetent the 
friends of the government in the house 
are called " fool-hens," and the insinu- 
ation is made that Warburton Pike pur- 
chased corruptly from the government 
and its supporters the Cassiar Central 
Railway charter, 

Does the Miner call this discussion? 
To charge an admioistration with being 
" rotten " im plies that ovidenee exists of 
corrupt acts on the part of the govern- 
ment or some members of it. Now in 
order that we may have some of that 
discussion, for which the Miner longs 
and which wc are even more anxious 
to have, we defy the Miner to prove a 
single instance where the Provincial 
government or any member thereof has 
BO acted as to lay the administration 
open to the charge of rottenness. We 
undertake and promise to reproduce 
verbatim in the Colonist any specific 
charge which the JMiner may make in 
response to- this challenge, only stipu- 
lating, which is probably hardly necea- 
sary, that the language in which the 
charge is made shall bo such aa respect- 
able newspapers ordinarily use. We 
will republiah tlie charge and will print 
in connection our reply. The challenge 
is open to be accepted by the Miner or 
any otlier newspaper printed in 
British Columbia, and stands good for 
any time from this date until the 
next Provincial elections ; and if any 
such specific charge is made in any such 
paper, we shall feel obliged if the editor 
will kindly send us a marked copy ao 
that it may not bo overlooked. By a 
specihc charge, we mean one which 
specifies some act which can be called 
corrupt, the time when it took place and 
the names of the persona concerned in 
it, if their namea can be ascertained — 
that is, Bometliing that tlie person mak- 
ing it believes he could prove if ho had 
access to all tlie facts, and of the truth of 
which he haa some evidence. 

To make a beginning, we call upon 
the Miner to formulate its accusation in 
regard to the Cassiar Central Eaihvay. 
We think that we can promise it im- 
munity from libel proceedinge. Let it 
state apecifloally what it has ventured to 
insinuate in regard to this ciiarter, and 
with thia specific statement let it, give 
one solitary fragment of |)roof. In regard 
to this particular matter, we have a 
word to say to the Daily Times of this 
city. That paper originated this slan- 
der. We expreiiBly direct its attention 
to the above challenge. If it has the 
courage of a caterpillar it will take the 
challenge up, or else will have the de- 
cency to withdraw its infamous insinua- 
tion. 

To the O ppostUon throughout i toe' 
Province generally, we say: " It 'you 
w^nt diacussionT make your specific 
charges^ individually, or get together and 
decide upon something that you believe 
you can prove and by the result of which 
you arc content to abide. |\Ve are speak- 
ing now of allegations of corruption, for 
we tell you frankly; ; that -if you -Gan 
prove the present Provincial Admin- 
istration or .any of its' members to be 
corrupt; the CoLO.vtsT baa no desire 



to shield them. We, kno^. yovioannot, 
for we are confident that in this respect 
the administration aa 'a I whole 'and its 
members in their individual capacity are 

above reproach. 

In the matter of incompetency, this is 
always a matter of .opinion to a certain 
degree. Very often; what, to [,the misin- 
formed, appears toobe ithei'act, of an in- 
competent person ia founds on explana- 
tion, to be the only; thing that could be 
done under the circumatances, or, if not 
the only thing, a reasonable thing to be 
done. ^ sweeping charge of incompet- 
ency is easily made. An editor can 
write one in thirty seconds and a printer 
set it in type in aminute,.£nt to warrant 
general charges of incompetency, specific 
acta ought to be relied upon. There are 
several departments of the Provincial 
government, and in the multiplicity of 
the duties devolving upon them it would 
be matter for surprise if no errors in 
judgment ever occiir. Take the Provin- 
cial treasury. Has Mr. Turner been in- 
competent aa a finance minister? If BO, 
when and how? Take the Department 
of Agriculture. Mr. Turner presides 
over this. If he haa been incompetent, 
what are the inatances which ahow him 
to have been so? Col. Baker is Provin- 
cial Secretary, Minister of Mines and of 
Education. Wherein has he exhibited 
incompetency? Mr. Eberts haa con- 
ducted the office of Attorney-General. 
In which of the several hundred matters 
calling' for his attention during 
theyear haa he displayed incompetency? 
Mr. Martin has had charge of lands and 
public works. This is the great spend- 
ing department of the government. Its 
administration has been absolutely free 
from scandal. We aflirra that it has also 
been remarkably free from errors of 
judgment. In what respect has it ex- 
hibited incompetency? Take the ad- 
miniatration aa a whole. Wherein has 
incompetency been exhibited? Let us 
have the time, place and circumstances 
stated with reasonable particularity, 
and then let ua diacuas them. We make 
no claim that the government or its 
members have displayed infallible judg- 
ment: but we are prepared to main- 
tain that they have at all times exer- 
cised in connection with the manage- 
ment of the afTairs of the province good 
business judgment and more than aver- 
age administrative ability. If this is 
not true, the contrary can surely be 
shown. If the whole government is in- 
competent, there must be some specific 
acts of incompetency which can be cited 
and established. Let ua have the facts. 
Our opposition friends say they want dis- 
cussion. We challenge them to state 
their case.

DISMISSAL OF DR. DUNCAN. 

Quarantine matters were very fully 
ventilated in tho House of Commons, so 
far as thefacta relating to the Empress of 
China, Or. Watt's official conduct, and the 
dismissal of Dr. Duncan go. The last 
named gentleman has no reason to feel 
at all displeased because of hia name 
and ollicial career being brought into 
the debate, for he received much praise 
from both aides of the house. In regard 
to his diamissal from office, the most 
devoted friend of the government could 
hardly fail to be gonvinced that it was 
purely a political act. The Miniater of 
Agriculture atated the case fully and on 
tho whole very fairly. He said that Col. 
Prior's statement of the case was " about 
correct." This statement was identical 
with what appeared in the Coi.oniht at 
the time and was then denied by our 
evening contemporaxy. After reading 
carefully what the Minister said we find 
that the only reason why he dismissed 
Dr. Duncan was because ho told tho 
chicken-pox patient to come back to the 
isolation hospital. The Minister said tliat 
if the man was fit to let out, he wasOt 
to stay out, and that the fact that Dr. 
Duncan ordered him to return was proof 
that he did not think he was fit to be at 
large. He a^ded, however, that Dr. 
Duncan (rave as a reason for ordering the 
man to return was that he waa requested 
to do ■ BO by the Mayor, and 
and this the Minister thought 
showed that he was not tho man 
to be trusted with the care of the health 
of the Pacific Coast. Sir Charles Tupper 
rather upset the Minister's position by 
pointing out that Dr. Duncan, in the 
case mentioned, was acting aa tho city 
health ollieer and hence waa to a certain 
extent under flie direction of the Mayor. 
When the whole discussion is read, only 
one conclusion is left on any candid 
mind, namely, that Dr. Duncan was dia- 
miased because he was a Conservative to 
make place for Dr. Watt, who was an 
active Liberal. We do not believe in tho 
spoils system, but have no very grave 
comj)laints over political dismissals in 
the case of active partizanahip. But 
such dismissals onght to be avowedly 
made for political reasons, and there 
should be no besmirching of personal or 
professional repulationa, in order to 
atlbrd Borne color for such an exercise of 
public patronage. If a man takes his 
office in hia haiid and labors through a 
political campaign be has personally no 
reason to complain if he -is relieved of 
duty. Whether Dr. Duncan was thus 
active we do' not know, but we do know 
that he waa not oatenaibly dismissed for 
active partizanship, and that tho meri- 
tcirioua grounda alleged :'or hia dismissal 
have on full investigation boon shown 
to be without any foundation whatever.

John 13. Denny, Capt. E. P. Miner and 
Noble Wallingford only recently re- 
turned to Seattle from a two months' 
prospecting trip through the Coast dis- 
trict of British (Columbia, and they 
were so well pleased with their discov- 
eriea that Mr. Wallingford has started 
again for the same section. Mr. Denny 
gave a running account of the trip to a 
Post-Intelligencer representative, in 
which he said : 

'Active prospecting, generally in 
boats, ia going on for 400 miles up the 
coast from Vancouver. We went up 
the straits and prospected in the lake 
regions, fifty miles into tlio in- 
terior and i'JO miles from \'ancou- 
ver ^S'o worked around Powell's lake, 
riglit iu the Coast range, surrounded 
by mountains ,'),000 to y.OOO feet high, 
ft ia about forty miles long aud three or 
[our miles wide, with an island in the 
middle fourteen miles long and three to 
live miles wide. The climate ia very 
mild and tliere is no snow till you reach 
an elevation of 4,000 feet. The principal 
rock is granite, with intrusive porphyry 
dikes aud diorite. The ledges are gen- 
erally in contact between granite and 
porphyry, mostly running southeast by 
northwest, and are mineralized more or 
less clear across with copper sulphides 
associated with galena. We madeaeveral 
locations and expect to return very soon, 
"Tiie south end of Powell's lake 
comes within one mile of Malaspina 
straits and Powell river will aflbrd water 
transportation for lialf that distance, 
wiiile for tlie other half ore will have to 
he trammed. The lake is deep and 
navigable and well sheltered from 
storms. It is only one of many similar 
lakes in the coast range all the way up 
to Alaska. 

"At Rivers Inlet, a little over ;500 
miles from Vancouver, a big strike has 
been made by a man named Grant. He 
has a number of ledses in a slate forma- 
tion, carrying free gold and black snl- 
phureta, and one apecimen I saw would 
run into thousands of dollars. 

" In British Columbia they have what 
wo lack — plenty of outside capital and 
considerable local capital for the develop- 
ment of tlieir mines. A man who lo- 
cates a claim can go to Vancouver or 
Xew Westminster and sell it for a good 
price. Times are improving very rapid- 
ly at Vancouver and they have not felt 
the depression aa we did here. Some

Counsel on both sides concurred with 
Ilia Lordship in the opinion that a com- 
promise settlement could have been 
reached for a most moderate sum a short 
time ago, and that— as Mr. Wilson sug- 
gested—insurance companies aa well as 
tlie government and the tramway peo- 
ple, would have willinaly assisted. 

In saoving <0T judgment, Mr. Wilson 
maintaiiied that the only thing requir- 
ing present 'consideration was the find- 
ing of the special juTy, the :queation of 
non-Buit ndt'ndw being under debate. 

Oh^eif J'uBtiee' Davie did not endorse 
this view, but suggested that counsel for 
Mrs. Gordon should deal with the ques- 
tion of non-suit, aa well. - 

In complying, Mr. Wilson submitted 
that the fiudinjia ahould not be separ- 
ately considered and criticised, but 
rather that they should be taken in en 
tirety, in which case the miefeaBance was 
plainly found.

the main aiffirmatory of the statement of which had nothing to do with the point 

now under discussion. The jury 
having determined that the bridge 
at the time of its coUapae waa 
inaufflcient to-eustain ordinary tratiic, 
it waa not material whether or not the 
car which went throngh had been .over- 
loaded. The queationa to +lie jury had 
nil been base<.l on the statement of claim 
and tlio answera in every case had been 
altirniiitive. Counael contended that 
theae anawera eeveroUy and collectively 
constituted a. distinct finding of mis- 
feasance, entitling the plaintiU' to judg- 
ment. The jury "had found that inas- 
much as the corporation liad in January, 
181)1, aaauiu-ed the care and mainten- 
ance of I'oint Ellice bridge, the duty 
resting upon tlie city was precisely the 
same aa it would have been had the cor- 
poration been the original buiiilera— the 
remedy for non-performance of that 
duty being indiotmient for paaaive wrong 
doing. In this connection several auth- 
orities NTOre eit«d aa to the duty of the 
corporation, not aa to the actionable 
liability— Harold y. Simcoe, 10 U.C.G.P., 
p. 43; 18 U.C.O.P., p. 1; Kex v. Bucks, 
11 EeW Beports, p. 347 ; Res v. Kent, 
15 Rev. Reports, p. 330 ; Reg. v. South- 
ampton, 19 ■Q^B.D., p. 502; and also 
Dillon on Coriiorations; p. 1.267, sec. 
1,00'J. Interpreting the tmawers of the 
jurv in the light of these, Mr. Wileon 
lielll tliatthe flnding had been directly 
one of misfeasance; he accordingly sub- 
mitted that the plaintiU" waa entitled to 
judgment, and moved that it be entered 
The ChiijfiJustice-- But assuming that 
there has been misfeasance, is it clear 
ihat the Ccrporation are liable? 

Mr. Wilson- That appears to be an 
undoubted proposition. It ia the result 
to be found in all thia class of cases. 
They are liable to action if guilty of 
active wrongdoing, though liable only to 
indictment'In the event of their wrong 
doing being-paasive. 

The Chief' Justice— It ia true you will 
find raany;puotationa in the casea before 
the IJrivy Council, tending to show that 
for direct misfeasance the Corporation 
are liable, but can you find any cases 
where the 'fPrivy Council has ao held 
when the pointi has been diatinetly be. 
fore them. -Can you pofnt me to any 
authorities, other than the Bathurst case 
where a corporation has been held liable 
for acta of misfeasance? In McKiiinuii 
V. PeiiSon (liJJ- L. J.) wo find a practical 
denial of corporation liability even for 
acts of poaitive misfeasance. The rea- 
sons given lie equally against an action 
for misfeasance aa for nonfeasance. 

Mr. Wilson mentioned the Bathurst 
case as showing that liability could he 
supported on the ground of miafeaaance 
as well aa that of nonfeasance. 

The Chiel Justice observed that this 
Bathurst case had no doubt long been a 
nap into v.iiich many colonial courts 
had laliea. The Privy CouikmI itself 
had so modified its deciaion in that case 
that it waa liard to say what that case 
rt-iiB now -authority for. A positive 
dictum that, for niisfeaeanco the Cor- 
poration is liable was found in Sydney 
V. iioiirke,. but ai^cording to Russell v. 
The Men of Devon and Mcl'Cinnon v. 
Preston, it seemed to him that the same 
reaaon that they wore not liable for non- 
feasance would apply also to misfeaaanco. 
However, he waa hound to follow thi- 
dictuDi of the Privy Council in the 
latest case, that of Sydney v. Bonrke. 
The principal reason lor their non-re- 
Bponsibility was tha^t ■the ratepayers 
constitute a fluctuating hody and it 
waa not just to hold the ratepayers ol 
to-day reaponsibie for the misdeeds ol 
the ratepayers of yesterday. 

As instances in wliicfi corporations 
had been held liable for uj isfeasancu Mr.

Returning again toMcKinnon v. Pear- 
son, His Lordship proceeded to read the

Mif. Wilaon in concluding- ;hi8 t argu- 
ment citetl several authorities to "ahow 
that tha Corptiration should be_ held 
liable, having shut' their eyes 'to a 
knowledge available of defects; among 
them Jones v. Gordon, 2 Ap. Casea, p. 
C25 ; the Mildrid Case, 8 Ap. Caaea, p. 
8S5; Mersey Docka v. Penhallow, Law 
llpts. 1 House of Lords, pp. 93 and 104. 
As to the liability of the Corporation for 
acta of misfeaaanco counsel cited Pendle- 
bury V. Greenhalgh, 1 Q.B.D. Sum- 
ming up, counsel held that the Corpora- 
tion had at the time Of the accident ex- 
elusive control ol Point Ellice bridge; 
that the Corporation waa liable to pro- 
perly maintain the structure ; that the 
Oorpora^loa knew, or should have 
known,''of'' the frailty of the structure; 
and that, practically, the Corporation 
had by negligence set a trap for the un- 
wary by permitting passengers to make 
nee of the bridge. Ho thereupon moved 
for judgment. 

Mr. Cassidy on the other hand argued 
that the real defendants in thia action, 
out of whom the damages must bo levied, 
were the ratepayers of the city of Vic- 
toria, present and future. The queation 
was whether any wrongful act had been 
committed in regard to thia bridge by 
any peraon or persons legally represent- 
ing such ratepayers in the doing of tlic 
acts complained of as being negligent. 
The Municipal Act only inaclo tlie cor- 
porate body the representative of 
the ratepayers for the purposes set 
fo»th in the act which defines ita powers 
and duties. The act in itself did not 
give the city any power or impose any 
duty upon it in regard to roada, atreeta 
or bridges. It gave it the power to 
assume control ot that eubject by passing 
by-laws by naeana of Which the city 
might provide for the building mainten- 
ance, repair, etc., of such roada or 
bridges. Ulntil such corporate"' aaaump- 
tion of the powers to deal with the sub- 
ject, all acts to that edd done by the 
council or any of its servants were not 
corporate acta, but individual acts of 
tlioae undertaking tlie work — No by-law 
had been proved. (Wateroua Company 
V. I'almerston, 21 S.C.R., j). 5>')(>; Ber- 
nardino >v. Dul'ferin, li) S.C.K., p. bSli) 
Assuming, however, that the corpor- 
ation iiad legally undertaken the charge 
ofjtbe bridge, it waa not liable to an 
atkion .either for misfeaaance or nonfeas- 
ance, there being no statutory obliga- 
tion or civil liabililv created. (Ruasel 
V. Men of Deven, 2 Term Rep., p. 'loGT; 
McKinnon v. Penaon, Ex., p. .(iO'J; 
dampljfill V. St. John, 26 S. C.«R., 
p. 1;; Wallis v. Assiniboia, 4 
Man.,.L. R.) In cases where non- 
feasance only had been made out, 
the plaintifl's, had failed and the 
Privy Council had put its judement on 
the ground that there was no miefeaB- 
arce, but there was no case holding that 
a ci rpjration was liable for a negligent 
act ol commisaion unlesa there had -been 
a statutory duty carefully to do the act 
in question. Assuming tliat tlHj city 
was liable for misfeasance there waa no 
evidence and no finding of the jurj' that 
any act for which the city was blame- 
able caused the disaster. It appeared 
by the evidence and also by the Undinga 
of the jury that there were numerous 
aoria'js defects in the bridge, par- 
ticularly having regard to the 
strains it waa called upon to support. 
It waa found specifically that the bridge 
was not strong enough to carry the large 
cars either alone or when loaded,"'and 
that the car in queation waa overloaded 
at the time of the accident, and, as the 
legal responaibility of tiio city only had 
■reference to the very alight alterations 
in the bridge made by it, the inference, 
in ithe absence of an express and. deli- 
nite. finding to the contrary, would be 
that the disaster waa caused by some of 
the numeroua and glaring defects of 
which the city was not responsible, and 
it was necessary, therefore, to read any 
lindiug pointing to the city as the real 
cause at least without any inference 
against the city. The jury had found 
Ihnt the immediate cause of the .acci- 
dent was the breaking of a hanger, and 
that the missing hanger strengthened 
the conclusion. When further asked 
whether any of the substituted stirrup 
hangers put in by the city broke whether 
at the welda or elsewhere tney answered 
truly, -"there is no evidence to 
show;" and added, "in our 
opinion the missing atirrup banger must 
have broken at the weld, aa otherwiae it 
would have been attached to the iSoor 
beam'.'" The broken" hanger was not one 
of those converted by the city. It alone 
was indicated by the jury as the cause of 
the disaster. As to the missing hanger, 
it might possibly, as the jury suggested, 
have broken at onu of the wolds put in 
by the city; whether aa the result <jf tlie 
collapse of the bridge or not was not 
auggested:; it was not, at all csents, even 
suggested that its breaking waa a cause 
of thedisnater ; everything in regard to 
it was necessarily mere speculation, 
though it was enough to say that there 
was no delinite (inding in regard to it 
and no evidence. The city not then 
being aliov.'n liable in regard- to the 
hangers. ;Iu what were they hlameable? 
For the purpose of ascertaining if the 
city was blameahlefor in regard to what 
they should decide to be the cause of the 
diaaater, they were asked, " Was the city 
hlameable foraucb cause." Tney distinct- 
ly refuaed to say ao. They said, "Yes, 
because having been made aware of the 
bad condition of the bridge through the 
report of the engineer and otherwise, 
they attempted repaire, but the work 
was not Budiciently well done to 
strengthen the atructuro. In our opinion 
it was their duty to firat ascertain the 
carrying capacity of the bridge before 
allowingaucli heavy care to pass over it." 
That waa a finding of acts of rionfeaaanco 
diaasaociated from the found cause of the 
disaster. It fairly represented tha 
character of the neglect which was the 
real cause of the dipitster, namely, Boiue- 
thiug for the neglect of which the city 
is not liable. It waa abaolutely necee- 
aary to a judgment- for the plaiiitlff 
to have sufliclent evidence and findings 
that the city committed a negligent act 
of commisaion, aa diBtinguiehed from 
oniiaaion, and that the disaster was the 
result of that act and not otherwise. 
Here it was not even left to inference or 
apeculation, the jury refuse to find the 
'corporation hlameable in relation to the 
cauae. Such a point must not, 
however, bo left to inference or specula- 
tion. (Metropolitan Ry. Co. vs." Jack- 
son, 3 App. Casea, 15)3; McKay vs. Eaat- 
wood, 12 O.R. .J02.) The city was not 
morally reaponaible. If it could be said 
that the duty of the city to inspect, to 
reconstruct, and repair the bridge and 
piit it;ini|a»flt condition tor the traffic

devolving upon them, their imorni 
reaponailjility would be clear. B.ut the 
statutee, their only guide and source of 
power, were ailcnt on the point, and 
there was no suKgestion to tliein by the 
governtnent of ancli 11 duty when the 
Ijrid^e was tai-icn within the city limite. 

Mr. Wilson replied iit length, dealing 
liotli witli the autliorities upon which 
Mr. Caeaidy relied and with the question 
of a non-Buit. Coiinscd for tlie Corpora- 
tion waa also accorded a aecond oppor- 
tunity to advmce his arguments, and, 
Mr. AVilaon hiying made apnlication to 
put in a copy of the Provincial Gazette 
containing publication of the city Esti- 
matea By-law of 1892 — in disproof of Mr.

pold-producing country in the world. 
Tho gold and silver reeourcea of ttio 
oroyiuco of Briiisb CohimbiQ liave re- 
cently been attracting a great deal of 
attention, and a largo number of syn- 
dicates have been formed for the pur- 
poEo of exploring and developing the 
province, and in well-informed circles a 
British Columbian mining boom, which 
will rival, if not excel, all previous min- 
ing 1)0011^8, is regarded as only a matter 
of time. The mountainouB and heavily- 
timbered aatareof the country, and the 
ditlii'ulty of introducing mining machin- 
ery, liag delayed the exploitation of this 
country, but those obstacles are being 
rapidly overcome, and the greatest 
activity prevails in all the dil'.'erent dis- 
tricts where valuable discoveries have 
been made. The province has produced | 
in the past nearly !fGO,000,000 worth of 
placer gold, as against only about 
000,000 worth of quarts', gold; but it is 
quite ini possible to estimate what the 
production nf gold from quartz will be 
within the next few yearn. In 18!)5, the 
uroduction of iiuartz gold amounted to 
about .'59,200 o/,s., while in 189S about 
62,-00 07.3. were obtained. As regards 
silver, the production during 1800 was 
,more than double what was produced in 
1895, exceeding 8,000,000 oza. Lead in- 
creased from'.llJ,400,000 lbs. in lSi)5, to 
24,200,000 lbs. in 1896, and copper from 
less than 1,000,000 Iba. in 1895 to nearly 
■1,000,000 Iba. in 1896. Such figures aa 
those speak for themselvea, and aa the 
explored part of tbe province docii not 
bear a greater ratio than the county of 
Middlesex dees to Eiighind, it may con- 
fidently be expected that, as the years 
go on, this province will vastly increase 
ita production of precious metals. 
Apart from the hundreds of companies 
which have been eatablistied in British 
Columbia, Canada, and also in tbe State 
of Washington, the formation and auc- 
ceseful flotation of such important cor- 
portttiona in the City of London as, for 
instance, the Gold Fields of British Co- 
lumbia, Limited (capital JCOOO.OOO), the 
New Gold Fielda of British Columbia, 
Limited, the British Columbia Financial 
Trust, the Lillooet, Fraaer- Biver, anfi 
Cariboo Gold Fielda and others, afford 
indication that very active exploratipn, 
followed probably by rich diacoveriea of 
the precious metals, will be made in the 
early future. 

Till-; ONTARIO OUTLOOK. 

The province of Ontario also promises 
to become a vast goldlield ; not only in 
the east, in Hastings county, is tbe gold 
mining industry being actively, proceed- 
ed with, but in Western Ontario, in the 
district west of Lake Sbperior, import- 
ant rich discoveries of gold have recent- 
ly been made. For several years liardy 
prospectors had re\)orled the exiatenee 
of iiniiferouB formations in the Lake of 
the Woods, and in the Seine and Kainy 
River localities, but the inacijessibilily 
of these localities, until the advent of 
the Canadian Pacific railway, prevented 
the introdui'Lion of capital and systema- 
tic exploration, and even on tbe comple- 
tion of this railroad the development of 
the surrounding dietricta hung lire for a 
long time owing to the disputes between 
the provincea of Manitoba and Ontario 
as to ownership, which prevented the 
granting of valid titles. A settlement 
of Die ditliculties having been come to, 
exploration work soon commenced, and 
at the present time progress is being 
made by leaps and bounds, hundreds of 
prospectors are searcbiag the Bhores of 
the lakes and rivers, and discoveries 
have been made that undoubtedly de- 
nionstrale that an area of at least ISOO 
mili.s in length by 100 inilos in breadth 
is highly aurifiToufi, and lar^'o iiumljerH 
of capitalists, speculators and miners are 
now llocking to the locality, turning liat 
Portage, the principal town of tbe dis- 
trict, into a ty])iciil mining loeaUt3'. Tlie 
localities where such rich discoveries 
have been made are so near the 
Iiiternaiional boundary that a great deal 
of American capital has been attracted, 
and much is being invested in many 
promising properties. Canada itself is 
also awakening to the fact that Western 
Ontario has deposits of' great mineral 
wealth, and several of. the moat paying 
mines are being successfully operated by 
provincial atlventurers. On the eastern 
side of the Lake of the AVoode, and in 
the Seine and llainy River distric^ts, arc 
the following mines: The Sultniia, the 
liegina, the Gold Hill, the Tine Portage, 
Triumph, Scramble, Norway, Mascot, 
l''oU.y, Ferguson, Lucky Coon, Olive, 
ilarold, Sawbill and others ; and at the 
western end of ■ the lake are (he Mikado, 
Vuin Yum, Cornucopia, Ontario, Gold 
Coin, the Monarch, Gold Mountain, 
Monte Christo, and others. Of those 
toines, the Sultana has been the furthest 
developed, and the shaft is down 3.50 ft. 
in a very witle lode; the shaft of the 
Kegina ia also down over 200 ft. The 
Mikado mine, on the western side of the 
lake, which was recently purchaeed by 
Bnglish capitaliats, has already proved 
the riehnesB of its auriferous deposits ; 
the siiaft ia down.120 ft. in alpde 11 ft. 
in width, and out of eeveraT hundred 
tons crUBhed an average of 3 ozs, of gold 
per ton has been obtaineil. It has now 
over 1,000 tons of eijually rich ore on the 
Jump awaiting the completion of the 
mill. The Cornucopia has raised ore 
iioing as high as 100 oza. of gold 
lier ton. The Yum Yum and 
(iold Coin are close to the 
i\Iikndo, and are also opening up with 
rxiarvellous richness. Those mines are 
in favorable geological position, clooe to 
contacts of granite and hornblende 
scbjsts,- which point to permanency, and 
the ores throughout . the district are 
lftrgely..free. miUing.. >Tli(j.\ap;icewioa,to 
KngliBli capitalists of , an area of over 
00,000 acres In the iminiediate vicinity of 
those mines, which has been granted by 
tho government of Ontario for the pur- 
poae'of securing the introduction of a 



vfirlouB centres, for tbe supply of mining 
mnchinefy and atorea. To. the English 
mining iiiyeator a delightful month's 
holiday could be spent visitingtho mines 
and mineral districts of Ontario. Eight 
or nine days' journey from London would 
bring a visitor to Hat Portage, where he 
can leave tliQ Pullman car of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway and join a comfort- 
able steamer, which will convey him 
through most attractive lake and moun- 
tain scenery, by a network of several 
canals, to the immediate vicinity of 
many mining propertiea in the Lake of 
the Woods and liainy Rtver districts. 
Some of the mines are close to good gov- 
ernment roada, ami can be reached by 
bicycle. Thoee inveatora who in the 
past may have suffered from the result 
of want of supervision and < jadicious 
inaiuigoment of the properties' 'which 
they may have been interested in. 'in 
South Africa, Western Australia or New:' 
Zealand, will readily appreciate the fa- 
cilities offered by the more favorable dis- 
tricts of Ontario and Canada generally. 
Not only for the capitalist, but also for 
the working miner, do British Columbia 
and Ontario offer exceptional induce- 
ments. The cost of living is moderate, 
and the climate is, perhaps, the lineat in 
the world. Miners' wages range from 
8s to 10s per day, surface laborers are 
paid Os or 7a per day. For lOs a week 
men can be hoarded in a most' 
comfortable style. Those coun- 
tries have s\j80 got their at- 
tractions for the sportsman. The flah- 
ing on remote rivera and lakes, which 
are only now being rendered accessible, 
the wild fowl and big game shooting, 
afford most gratifying sport. , In Nova 
Scotia old mineral wprkinga a'i"e,",bein(! . 
re-opened, and an es-Pretriier of 'tHe' 
Dominion is lending his influence, 
backed by English capital, to develop 
the long-neglected gold industry of his • 
native province. Such facts as the above' 
will give some idea of the important 
niove now in progress in North America, 
and especially in Canada, to open up 
and develop the great riches of ita auri- 
ferous and argentiferous formations, not 
to mention the enormous deposits of 
copper, coal and lead. The result must 
be a great increase in the industrial 
population, which will bring prosperity 
to all classes of the community by the 
increased demand for farm produce, for 
machinery and mining stores, and will 
lead to the eatabliahment of factories for 
the manufactureof all necessary articles, V 
and the employment of the increasing 
population. Much, of course, remainst 
to he done before vast mineral areas can - 
be explored, and it is hoped that those • 
most interested in the welfare and de- • 
velopment of the British jiosaessiona will 
do their utmost, by tbe establishment of 
mining Dureaus or kindred institutions, 
to dissetninate trnstworthy intelligence 
and statistics so aa to guard the people 
as much aa posaible against miastate- 
nients that can only be profitable to the 
unscrupulous promoter.

Turpel'B shipyard is one of the few on 
the Paciflc coast continually busy. In 
this eentvs of activity at present tbe old 
steamer IsBbel ia- being overhaui^j the 
building of a new freighting steamer for 
Captain Cavin ia in progress, and tlie re- 
pairiiiy ot other veaaelg ia advancing 
rapidly. The Isabel is to be converted 
into a barpo for carrying coke, and witli 
this object in view she is, being . stripped 
of the copper that Has done service on 
lior ever since she was built thirty years 
or so ago. She is to be re-calked and 
copper paint ia to replace the former 
coating of tnotal. A new shear streak 
ia to border her beams, new staunchions 
are to be placed in .position, bulwarks 
erected and the deck KOne over. In tho 
case of Captain Gavin's craft the work, 
it is understood, will Boon be rapidly 
pushed to completion and Uvs vessel 
launched in July.

Slie received a new 
shaft and propeller, and is now ready 
to resume her Texada island route on 
Tluiraday. The tug Hope, which is to 
be hauled out to-day, is to receive a new 
tailpieces, and the tug Advance, which 
is to come out of the water at tbe same 
time, will Lave a new propeller adjusted. 

Tin; NKW TEA CHOP. 

The steamer Pathan, which ia e.x- 
pected to arrive to-day or to-morrow 
will probably have a considerable 
amount of this year's tea, and with the 
arrival ,of the next vessel, tho Braemer, 
due 14 days hence, the tea importing 
season will open in earnest.

A DOG ASSASSINATOR. 

How His Deeds Have Stirred Up an Indian 
Community in tlie North. 

The following is a letter sent to the 
Colonist bj; an Indian correspondent at 
Alert Bay, in reference to an incident 
which caused coneiderablo excitement in 
the tribe. The heading and address are 
the Indian writers, and ft conclusive evi- 
dence of tbe civili/.ation of the rancherie 
may be seen. in the fact ,that for a signa,- 
ture he has adopted the city'man's liom 
de plume ot " An Observer." 

" (Special to the Coi.o.nist.) 

" DOG SHOOTING APFBAY AT XING- 
COM INLET. 

" AiiERT Bay, B.C., May 29. 

"(IleforeHis Worships W. lialhday and 
K. A. Bird, justices of the peace.) 

" Two weeks ago a white settler at i-Cing- 
coni Inlet near tlio Indian reservation shot 
three dogs.belonginsito an Indian and one 
of the Indians found the dead dogs near a 
cabin belonging to one Smith a fanner. 
.\n Inciuiry was miule by tbe Indiim, but 
resulting hi no salisraction lie then took 
the dogs into the ranch, which createdgreat 
e.xciteinent. 

'•The chiefs sent an Iiulian police to 
bring the dog assassinator to bo tried be- 
fore them in tho ranch, but before the 
Iiolico and his posse reached tho'cabin 
there v/ere about four men 'as- 
sembled waiting for their arrival. 
On their arrival the ])olice made in- 
vestigation, l.aiisdowne a young farmer 
acknowledged he did the shooting. Then 
tiie police put his hand on Liinsdowne, He 
had nu sooner uttered the solemn words of 
' Chako canani(i.\t nikia ' tlnm tlie white 
men took their guard , w liieli was followed 
by a bloody liglit thiit lasted until whites 
aiid braves were exhaiiste<l. 

" Fmolly the police clapped a piilr of 
liandcutis on Lansdowno and conducted 
hiui to tlie ranch, and exhibited him in the 
midst of a congregation. The i)ri.S()ner was 
told the dogs he shot were of great value 
and thirty dollars were demanded to be 
paid forthw-ith and he would be liberated, 
Init be refused aud chose to be dealt with 
liere and w-as accordingly brought. A pre- 
liminary heiiriiig was made on their ar- 
rival, and to our amazement we perceived 
tlic wou!d-b(.' prisoner assigned to liberty, 
and the Indian ijoliee reciin-oeated for ar- 
resting tlie while man without special 
authority and two nion' braves charged 
with complicity. 

" The case was adjourned lor eight days 
as the jiresenco of Indian agent Mr. Pid- 
cock was reijuired ami lie is at present con- 
structing a dyke at Salmon Itiver. • Tho 
jiarliculars of the case were sent to him, 
liut liis apjiearance is of frustration. l-",iglit 
days elapsed, then the aforesaid justices of 
• !ic peace continued with the case. Tiic 
appointed time was H p.m., but before tbe 
hour mentioned the people of Alert Bay 
assembled outside the court house with 
anxiety to hear tho would be interesting 
trial. But to our consternation the provin- 
cial constable orratlieran iiiniale of the 
locku)). with one eye spying through the 
door whicli, was not niore than one inch 
ajarrcd mufmured soinet bin g of 'not ready.' 

-■ l-^inally the court oj)ened at :i p.ni. The 
lirst w-itness called was the owner of tbe 
(logs. The second was the duti|-ul polici^ 
Yakuglass, his authoritative document jiro- 
iluced and read by His Worship, but its 
provisions cliielly on ' Skookuni Chareh ' 
lie denied ever having been told by Agent 
Pidcock not to interfere, with any whites, 
only ii tliey brought liquor to .Indian 
camps, and after a warning the sum of 
twenty-seven dollars to be paid, the others 
to pay twelve dollars each for bringing the 
dog assassinator here. 

" His Wor.ship authoritatively persuaded 
them that they must take Lansdowiie bucli 
to Kingconi Irdet, ami it only made tht 
braves scorned at the commarui, and ti 
make things more ridiculous when Lans 
downe left for home and was three daj's 
amongst the islands at the roouth of K. 1. 
he was unable to find tbe big inlet, and had 
to come back here. 

" The Indians hero tliought Mr. Halliday 
perhaps did not do them justice because he 
IS also a farmer at the same ])Iace as Lans- 
downo. A case previous to this a yiuing 
Indian named Johnny was eliarged "with a 
most hideous crime and would have sullered 
as a criminal liad not tlie iiilhience of 
(Jhristianity caused the wuuian to conf 
slie w-as advised to tell untruth by some 
' Kultas ' Indians. She confessed i" open 
court and Johnny was set at liberty but 
iiaid thirty-one dollars just the same though 
he knew tliiit the innocent should suffer no 
penalty. 

"The ])eopk' of Alert Bay w-ish the 
writer to seu<l this article to the Colonist. 
Tlioy said sometitues they are not allowed 
to go and bear a trial, and this led tlieni to 
suspect tbe magistrate deiiUiig with In- 
dians unjustly. The Indian constables 
around here iiri- i;iving up tlieir work and 
that means entire iiUeiiess for tlie provii 
ciai ollicial as he is always vigilantly ei 
gaged only when someone brings violators 
into his hand.

The trade in thia 
article within the province ia quite ex- 
tensive, and the company expect to got 
a fair share of demand. The corn from 
which the meal is ground will, however, 
have to be imported from Nebraska, as 
the climate on the Coast is not suitable 
for the growth of the right grade for this 
induatry. it requiring a -very warm and 
dry region to produce the requisite 
hardness. The grain will be imported 
free of duty, and very satisfactory rates 
have been made with the transportation 
companies for tho itiandling of all that 
will be required. 

The present premises of tho milling 
company will a fiord ample room for the 
installation of the ne;v plant, the 
premises when built having been* de- 
signed to accommodate acorn-grinding 
outfif. The mills are now running 
steadily, but it ia the anticipation of the 
proprietors that w ith the new departure 
and the steady growth of trade they will 
be able to run night and day. 

General trade in grain and feed re- 
mains steady, there being no changes to 
note. Some dissatisfaction is expresaed 
by dealers handling Californian produce 
with the advantage given Seattle in the 
matter of ocean freights by the stenin- 
sliip companies, and this complaint is 
repeated by some of tlie wholesale gro- 
cers. Particular stress waa laid upon 
the fact that Seattle merchants can 
quote goods at if.'! per ton less when com- 
peting with Victoria merchants tor 
Kootenay trade; but as tbe amount of 
this class of goods imported from San 
Francisco is exceedingly small when 
compared with the total 'imported from 
the East, this grievance, except with re- 
gard to the products of that state, may 
be more theoretical than real. A sliding 
scale of rebates is allowed by tbe steam- 
ship company to large sbtppers, but in 
spite of thia fact the difference in rates 
between Victoria and Seattle is in the 
nature of a liandicap. With the advent 
of the proposed steamship line to Cen- 
tral Americ.m jioints this grievance will 
be remedied on some lines which 
are now imported by way of San 
Francisco, but which under . the new 
order of tilings will be shipped direct 
from the country of growth. Owing to 
the earlineaa or lateness of tho season, 
wholeaalers experience more or less fat 
aud lean months at this time of tho 
year, and the change of season would, 
therefore, e>:plaia the slight falling off 
durin)? May in the volume of trade as 
reported by some houses. Other con- 
cerns report tbe past month's busineBs 
even better than tbe same period twelve 
months ago. Tbe state of trade may 
therefore be taken as far as May is con- 
cerned as fully up to the average. 

In the dry goods and kindred trades 
there ia little or nothing of note thia 
week, all the leading jobbers expreaaing 
entire aatisfac^lion with last month's 
turnover and all appearing to bo buey 
filling orders from the interior and coaat 
points. ,)olin I'icrcey it Co. say that 
the past month has been one of the moat 
encouraging they hav^experienced since 
they have been in businese, the total, 
being far in excess of the previmip 
month. A reduction of 10 per cent, ha.-: 
been made in tiie tariti" by the very lat- 
est change (which was a day or two ago) 
on certain classes of woolens and on 
hosiery. The fact that tbe oreferential 
clause will bo applied to Germany as 
well as Great Britain will have a ten-| 
dency to largely increase the amount of 
German goods handled by the leading 
wholesale houses and tho fall and spring 
triulo w-ill accordingly reap the benefit. 

Trade in biiilderB' hardware ia just 
now extremely dull, and none hut the 
very chea])eHt grades of goods find any- 
thing like ready sale; but hardware 
lirms continiie to enjoy a fairly satisfac- 
tory business in otlier things, notably, 
farming and mining tools and ma- 
chinery.
